T h e E v a n g e lic a l A lliance* 
The session of this body which is to begin 
to-day in New York will probably be the most 
important and influential in its history. 
The 
objects of this world-wide organization al­ 
though comparatively well known, will bear a 
brief re-statement. 
They are flrst, the pro­ 
motion oí a stronger feeling of Christian 
unity ainoug the members of the great Pro­ 
testant family In all nations. 
Second, closer 
co-operation in the enforcement of liberty ol 
conscience everywhere. 
Third, the champion­ 
ship, the protection, and the diffusion of 
sound ideas of religious freedom amosg gov- 
erments either entirely or partially despotic. 
The Alliance does not, however, confine Itself 
to specialized aims. 
Its comprehensive hope 
lies in the direction of doing good under a 
non-sectarian flag to all men, to ignore the 
adventitious in Christianity and to build up the 
essential. 
The Alliance requires those who 
propose 
joiuiug 
it 
to 
accept 
certain 
fundamental 
principles 
constituting 
the 
outline of universal 
Protestantism, 
but 
does 
not 
press 
even 
these 
upon any 
of 
its 
members 
saddled 
with 
debated 
interpretations. 
Indeed, when this body was 
organized at London in 1846, It added to its 
declaration of principles the promise that iu 
no sense should the adoption of it be consid­ 
ered “ as involving an assumption of the right 
authoritatively to define the limits of Christian 
brotherhood, bu¡ simply as an indication of 
the class of persons whom it is desirable lo 
embrace within the Alliance.” 
Delegations from various quarters of the 
world where tho AUiauce lias branches arc 
present now ih New York or on their way.— 
Gentlemen most renowned for learning, elo­ 
quence and scholastic ability, will represent 
the state of religion in every country where 
Christianity has an existence. 
It is undoubt­ 
edly iortunatc for the success of the present 
meeting that the Franco-German war neces­ 
sitated its postponement to tbis year from 
1870, when it was intended to hold it. 
Great aud significant changes have tukeu 
place in both the political and ecclesiastical 
world since then. By the breaking down of long 
ostab'ished absolutisms a door has been open­ 
ed for the entrance of more liberal faiths in­ 
to lands where ignorance and superstition 
with their long train of evils, have domin ated 
the public conscience for centuries. 
Although 
there Is serious reason to fear that the break­ 
ing away of the Old Catholic party from the 
dogma of Papal infallibility will not prove an 
entering w edge to effect an early separator 
of individual opinion from the tyranny of au­ 
thoritative control within the church itself, 
still the members and influence of this schism 
In Germany demand and will no doubt obtain 
for it serious consideration at the hands of 
the Conference now in session. 
The results of the gathering of which we 
speak can scarcely be over-estimated. 
With 
a spirit so broad and good, an attendance so 
large and cosmical, learning so varied and 
profound, the Alliance cannot do less ihnu 
afl'ect the current thought of the time towards 
those end? which are at once mankind’s aud 
God's.

Utica, Oct. 1.—The Convention re-asseui- 
bled at 4 :30 1*. M. 
When Ex-Governor Sey­ 
mour entered tho Convention he was received 
with great applause, the members rising. 
The Chair stated the question pending to 
be on Mr. Dewitt’s motion to give a hearing 
to Mr. Creamer.

otherwise would. Previous to the disturbance 
in Wall street, the outlook for business was 
good, 
lie was not prepared to make even an 
approximate estimate of tho assets or liabili­ 
ties, and could not tell whether tho sus|ieu- 
aion would lie final or only temporary before 
learning the disposition of the creditors, 
lie 
was also unable to say whether the creditors 
were chiefly individuals or corporations, as it 
is Impossible at present to tell where the pa­ 
per of the Company Is placed. 
The Company was organized iu 1820 by 
Peter II. Scbenck, the grandfather of Presi­ 
dent Dart. 
Jani(*3 Dart, a brother of the lat­ 
ter, is Treasurer, aud tho organization is 
wholly a family affair. 
The original capital 
was $140,000, and it has always remained 
at that figure, but Mr. Dart said that ‘at least 
$1,000,000 had bceu expended ou the Compa­ 
ny’s property, which could in t be replaced for 
that sum. 
The Company ow us 200 acres of 
land at Glenburn, on which arc large factories 
for the manufacture of woolen goods, and 
dwelling houses for a1! of the WK) operatives. 
Mr. Dart was unablo to fay whether the sus­ 
pension would result in throwing all these op­ 
eratives out of work. os this would largely de­ 
pend upon the action of the creditors. 
Up to 
the present time the Company had never been 
involved in any difficulty.—lVkeepsie Eagle.

Mr. Jai»c3lIasbrouck, a gentleman of about 
sixty years of age, who resides on Greenkill 
avenue, was returning from his work at De­ 
witt’s Mills, when lie was slopped ty three 
men, who assaulted him, knocked him down 
and stamped upon him. They made no effort 
to rob him, and are supposed to have attacked 
him ftom pure ugliness. 


H o u n d in ‘’K n o c k D o w n " A n y h o w . 
The Troy Times says that it is reported 
that after the introduction of the duplex ticket 
-ystem on the Rensselaer & Saratoga Railroad 
one of the conductors was detected swindling 
the company, even with the duplex. For in­ 
stance, a passenger going from Albany to 
Cohoes would pay his fare and the conductor 
would punch the duplex, but instead of 
punching it for a trip to Cohoes he punched 
it to Menand’s and pocketed the balance. 
The way the conductor was detected was as 
follows: “ Spotters " were put on his train, 
and a tally of each man that got out at 
Menand’s and each one that went to Cohoes 
was kept. Comparing this with his receipts 
the fraud was detected. 


R e c o rd e r’» t'o siri. 
Martin Holland was arrested oil a charge of 
assault and battery on complaint of Charles 
R. Hopper. He plead guilty, and was lined 
$15. Ira Iloughtaling was next brought into 
court for having committed an assault and 
battery on Jacob Roosa. The prisoner plead 
guilty; the case was then settled by the pay­ 
ment of $1 costs.

Winne immediately went to the 
Recorder’s office and took out a warrant to ar­ 
rest the would-be Incendiary. Teal was ar­ 
rested and taken beforo the court, and' after 
an examination was held to bail in the sum of 
one thousand dollars, lie said in open court 
he wouid burn down the house as soon as he 
could get bail, which lie could lind in Dutch­ 
ess county. Teal is a rather decent sort of 
looking man, and says he is from Rbinebeck. 


F a ilu r e of th e G lc n h n tu Ala m i f u r H ir­ 
in g C o m p a n y . 
One of the most important results of the 
panic in this county is the failure of the Gleu- 
ham Manufacturing Company, which took 
place on Monday morning. The Tribune in 
its account of it states that the President, Rus­ 
sel Dart, said that to give in detail the causes 
of the suspension would involve a long state­ 
ment, which he was not disposed and had not. 
the time to make. In general tortus, it was 
due to the depression of business, and result­ 
ed directly from the financial panic, which had 
prevented merchants from going ou as they 
otherwise would. Previous to the disturbance 
in Wall street, the outlook for business was 
good. He was not prepared to make even an 
approximate estimate of tlio assets or liabili­ 
ties, and could not tell whether the suspen­ 
sion would be final or only temporary before 
learning the disposition of the creditors. He 
was also unable to say whether the creditors 
were chiefly individuals or corporations, as it 
is impossible at present to toll where the pa­ 
per of the Company Is placed. 
The Company was organized in 1820 by 
Peter II. Schenck, tbo grandfather of Presi­ 
dent Dart. James Dart, a brother of the lat­ 
ter, Is Treasurer, uud the organization is 
wholly a family afiair. 
The original capital 
was $1-10,000, and it ha3 always remained 
at that figure, but Mr. Dart said that *at least 
$1,000,000 had beeu expended on the Compa­ 
ny’s property, which could rot bo replaced for 
thut sum. The Company owns 200 acres of 
land at Glenbam, on which are large factories 
for the manufacture of woolen goods, and 
dwelling houses for all of the 500 operatives. 
Mr. Dart was unablo to say whether the sus 
pension would result in throwing all these op 
eratives out of work, as this would largely de­ 
pend upon the action of the creditors. Up to 
the present time the Company had never been 
involved in any difficulty.—Po'keepsie Eagle. 


.1 Beautiful Day and Good Shoellnj. 
R eturn Home of 111" Company. 
Wednesday was a perfect October day, and 
promptly at the appointed hour of the morn­ 
ing the members of the Wiltwyck Guard as­ 
sembled at the 21st Regiment Armory, and 
forming line, headed by their band, honorary 
members and invited guests, marched up 
Main Street to the grounds of Corlies i 
Grubb, just ofl that thoroughfare, in the east­ 
ern suburbs of the city, receiving maDy dem­ 
onstrations of welcome and regard all along 
the line of march. Arms were stacked, num­ 
bers to fire drawn, the target planted at a dis­ 
tance of seventy-five yards,’and the following 
named gentlemen chosen as judges: Isaac 
H. Wood, Ex-Chief Eugiueer of the Pong).'-* 
keepsio Fite Department; John A. Gross, 
Chief Engineer, Western Fire Department of 
Kingston; I'V m. Kaess, U. Winter. Jr. .Soon 
after arriving on the firing ground the Wilt- 
wycks were joined by a number of citizens 
from this city, among w hom we noticed Ex- 
Chief Engineer Cornelius Burhan.s. 
The following order was verbally published 
to the company by Captain Tanner: “Tbo first 
best shot made by a member of Wiltwyck 
Hose was to take the first premium—& silver 
cuke basket, presented by Wiltwyck Hook and 
Ladder Company.” 
The order to “ break 
ranks" was then given, when the loading of 
pieces began. 
Assistant Engineer Stephen 
G. Canfield, of the Eastern Fire department, 
having drawn the number entitling him to the 
first shot, stepped nimbly to the front, brought 
his piece to an “ aim" and fired; and though 
he didn’t hit the target he made a stone, 
away off'to the right on a hill, just crazy. A 
number of shots were afterward fired with like 
result, ail going to the right, until Charles 
Becker (Simon, not Peter’s son) came to the 
score, and planted a ball in the lower edge of 
the target; that broke ice, so to speak.

The best three shots were made by A. Tan­ 
ner, the second by J. Casey (the Mayor of 
Mutton Hollow), the third by R. Vredenburgh. 
The best double shot was made by W. Fo­ 
und, second by George Van Anden, tilled by 
Moses Whitbeck. 
The best single shot was made by J. T. B. 
Hudler, to whom is awarded the silver cake- 
basket presented by Wiltwyck Hook and Lad­ 
der Company; the second best shot by Corne­ 
lius Newkirk, and the third by Harry Marsh. 
At twelve o’clock the firing ceased, line was 
formed, and the Guard marched to the armory, 
stacked arms, broke ranks and dispersed to 
their quarters for dinner. 
A pleasant episode of our reporlorial trip, 
because so unexpected, was au invitation from 
Mr. George Berry, a nephew of Mr. Gilbert 
Berry of this city, and a member of the firm of 
Berry Si Houghton, merchants onMaiu street, 
Poughkeepsie, to take a drive with himself, 
uncle, and a friend about the city and su­ 
burbs. Getting into au elegant carriage which 
luxuriously seated four, we were first taken 
through the magnificent grounds of Vassar 
College, after which we passed through a 
peaceful country landscape by which lh« near 
presence of the lordly river is scarcely sug­ 
gested until 
you enter 
the beauti­ 
ful suburbs of the city, with the blue 
Catskills, the Fishkill mountains, and the 
Highlands in the distance, veiled in the soft 
October haze, brought familiar sights to our 
pleasure-filled eyes. We had it all to our­ 
selves—the sunlight and the silence, and the 
lovely landscape—the grand old hills clad in 
their autumnal tints with all their rugged lines 
touched into softness, aud a wind that was a 
host of a wind and scarcely fluttered a leaf. 
There be pictures which no gallery can rival, 
and over whose loveliness an artist might 
break his struggling heart in vain, and this was 
one of them. Then we were shown the lions 
of the town; Hon. Mr. Whitehouse’s and Mayor 
Eastman’s elegant places; the digging of the 
sewers; the beautiful private residences (at 
ouc of which we alighted and were presented 
to its amiable mistress), the factories, the 
soldiers’ monument, and the internal arrange­ 
ments ut the largest fancy-goods establish­ 
ment iu the state, outside the city of New 
York, of which our entertainer is the senior 
partner. 
At 2:30 the Guards reassembled at the 
Armory, and inarched up Main street, with­ 
out arms, to Whitehouse's factor}-, where the 
female employees of the establishment pre­ 
sented the lads with bouquets, aud the male 
officials showed the workings or the doukcy- 
engiue for extinguishing fire in the immense 
structure.

Upon 
entering the beautiful grounds of the Mayor, 
that gentleman was seen standing upon the 
lawn, and as the company marched past His 
Honor lie raised his hat, whereupon the boys 
all uncovered, and coming to a half, were pre­ 
sented in a body to the chief magistrate of 
the city by Mr. Schepmoes. The Mayor made 
a few welcoming remarks, to 
which 
Mr. James M. Van 
Wagoueu replied, 
after which, 
at the Mayor’s invitation, 
the ranks were broken aud refreshments 
partaken of upon the grounds, which were 
decorated with flags, beside being brilliant 
with green turf and many colored flowers 
even in these autumnal days. The Buckeye 
Mowing Machine Works of Adriance, Platt &

were handsomely received by the officials and 
employees. Next the immense brewery of 
Mr. M. Vassar on the river front, where every 
attention of the official preseut was shown the 
visitors, who, in one of the lofty store-rooms 
of the estanlismenf, iuaugurat°d an im­ 
promptu ball.

AN ABSCONDING PIANO T t'N E R . 
He forge» 
i D raft on u C hurch an d 
then D rcnm pi. 
About two weeks ago the proprietor of the 
Opera House apologized to the patrons of the 
house for omitting the usual entertainment, 
and slated that the trouble was occasioned by 
the sudden leaving of the “Orchestra.” The 
“orchestra” was one C. Wilhelmi, somewhat 
of a musician, who occasionally tuned a piano 
or cabinet orgau. 
He boarded at the City 
Hotel. Among the jobs lie did in tuning and 
repairing was one tor the Rondout M. E. 
Church, repairing and timing the cabinet or­ 
gan. and rendering a bill to the chorister, Mr. 
G. R. Adams, to the amount of $10.30. Thi* 
Mr. Adams paid at once, afterwards receiving 
the money from the Treasurer of the Church, 
and Mr. Wilhelmi gave him a receipt. 
On 
Wednesday Mr. A. J. Mellon, attorney for Mr. 
P. J. O’Pray, of the City Hotel, presented to 
Mr. Fowks, the Treasurer of the Church, a 
draft for $23 purporting to Ik* drawn by G. R. 
Adams, Chairman of the Committee on Music 
and Choir, upon the Trustees and iu favor of 
C. Wilhelmi, who had endorsed U. The Treas­ 
urer declined to pay it,staling lie had already 
paid Mr. W.’s bill, that Mr. Adams was not 
chairman of such commit tee, ami besides that 
he believed Mr. Adams’ name to be forged, a? 
the writing did not resemble bis. 
The latter 
proved lo be the fact, Wilhelmi having forged 
Adams’ name to the draft and palmed if oil 
upon O’Pray in payment of board. 
It seems 
this is not the only cas?, as there are other 
drafts equally worthless held by other parties. 
Wilhelmi lias left town, making tracks for the 
metropolis as soon a« lie heard that officers 
were after him. 


R oituiaiii I.aw Suits. 
Litigation in the mountainous regions of 
this county is getting quite brisk. A number 
of cases have been tried in Shandaken lately, 
among the most noted of which was tlinl of 
Darius Rider agst. Samuel JennUou. 
This 
case was tried a few weeks ago. and resulted 
in a disagreement of the jury. 
Another jury 
was then chosen, and the case ...came on for 
trial before this jury and the justice, S. M. Carl, 
at Phoenecia on the 20th inst. The facts are 
as follows: About two months ago Mr. Rider, 
who is the owner of a number of acres of 
mountain land, leased some two hundred feet 
front of a ledge of rocks for the purpose of 
quarrying blue stone, to Samuel Jennison, for 
the period of five years at a certain amount 
per foot for tiie stone taken out. 
This lease 
was signed by both parties, and is under seal. 
At the end of this lease and on the same paper 
was the following ambiguous writing: 
“ N. B.—Furthermore1'it is understood by 
both of the above parties that any other quar­ 
ries opened by the second party with the con­ 
sent of the first party not covered by the above 
lease, I lie rent of which shall only be four dol­ 
lars (54) per thousand, and one and a half 
cents for cartage, for the term of five years 
also from date of above lease." 
This writing was also signed by the parties, 
but there were no seals attached to it. Jenni­ 
son went to work in the quarry mentioned in 
the lease under seal, but finding it didn't pay 
very well, or for some other reason, found 
another place and staked out two hun­ 
dred inore feet. 
After scraping oil the 
earth he went to Rider and said, “If you don’t 
allow me to go ou that other place to work, 
I will draw my tools and leave the mouutain.” 
Then according to the testimony of Jennison, 
Rider told him to go on to work, but a little 
afterwards said he must fir3t give up the old 
lease. Jennison went to work, but had not 
been in the quarry more than hour before 
Rider came down and forbade him to work 
unless the old lease wa3 given up, at the same 
time agreeing to make out a new lease cover­ 
ing the same place. The plaiutlfl refused to 
give up the old lease. Two witnesses testify 
to the above state of facts for Hie plaintiff, 
while two witnesses testify for the defendant, 
that Rider refused to allow Jennison to work 
iu the new place unless he gave up the lease. 
The case was tried at Vandemark’a hotel, and 
was not finished until in the night, when the 
jury, after having been out several hours, re­ 
turned a verdict for the defendant. There was 
a strong feeling in favor of tiie defendant 
among the people outside of the case, so it 
was next to impossible to get any jury to de­ 
cide the case on the evidence. Besides this a 
merchant in tiie village had trusted Jennison 
in large amounts, and the only likelihood of 
his being able to get his money was to have 
the plaintiff lose tin* case. Nut a stone, there­ 
fore, was left unturned lo influence the case 
on outside issues, with the result that shows 
popular feeling will do more to control a ver­ 
dict than law and evidence. 
In Shandaken Geutre the McClelland?, Santa 
Clauses, Schultiscs, &e., who hail from the re­ 
gions of the Boshkills, startled the place by 
appearing in force before Justice Cline ready 
to make complaints for innumerable assault 
and batteries. Several warrants were issued, 
and on oue of them Peter Williauv was brought 
into court Tuesday night. Not being able to 
find any lawyers, who were all engaged at the 
suit at Phoenicia, they decided to try the case 
themselves. There is no doubt it was a most 
remarkable trial, and the side shots by the 
parties acting as counsel were tremendous.— 
They followed the general custom of the law­ 
yers, and belched forth enough abuse on each 
other to have overwhelmed any other race of 
mortals than those hailing from the Busbkills. 
After the evidence had all been taken the 
court adjourned the case until Thursday morn­ 
ing, when he promised to give his decision. 
What that decision was we have not learned, 
but expect that Peter William will ¡*e most 
Ignoininionsly forced tu pay costs.

Fires are occurring in our midst with a fre­ 
quency that excites the gravest apprehension 
that there Is a gang of “ illuminators” opera­ 
ting in this section, as all the fires lately oc- 
curing have been ascribed to incendiary ori­ 
gins. 
The latest i? the destruction of the burn’ of 
Wm. P. Van Aken, on the N. Y., K. t S. R. R. 
in Wiltwyck. which was discovered to be on fire 
about two o’clock this morning, and before 
the flames could be extinguished the build­ 
ing was entirely consumed. The fire showed 
very brilliantly and to a great distance and 
presented the appearance of an imítense con­ 
flagration, which caused a general alarm to 
be sounded and the Eastern aud Western De­ 
partments to turn out, without, however, their 
being of service except to extinguish the glow­ 
ing embers. 
The barn was a large and substantial one 
and contained a buggy, harness, stove aud 
articles of furniture, all of which were con­ 
sumed. The loss can scarcely he less than 
$1,500. The fire is generally believed to 1m» 
the woik of an Incendiary.

proposing 
; am endm ents to article four ot the constitu­ 
tion. 
Resolved, (if the assembly concur), That sections 
one, two, four, eight and nine ot article four of ttie 
constitution lie am ended so as to read a* follows: 
Section 1. The executive power shall be vested 
in a governor who shall hold his office for th r;c 
y ears; a lieutenant-<joverr.o( aftaU be chosen at the 
same (lmu, ami for th e ’Raffle term . The governor 
and lieutenant-governor elected nex t preceding the 
tim e when this section shall take effect, shall hold 
office during the term tor which they w ere elected. 
5 2. No person shall be eligible to the office of 
governor or lieutenant-governor, except a citizen of 
the United States, of the age not less than thirty- 
years, and who shall have been five years, n ext pre­ 
ceding his election, a resident of this state. 
5 4. The governor shall be cotnman:;er-in-clUei oj 
the military ahd nayal forces of the state. He shall 
have power to convene the legislature (or (lie sen • 
ant only) on extraordinary occasions. A t extraor­ 
dinary sessions no subject shall be acted upon, ex­ 
cept such as the governor may recommend for con­ 
sideration. He shall commjinlcate by m essage to 
the legislature at every session the condition of the 
state, ami recommend such m atters to them as he 
shall judge expedient, lie shall transact all neces­ 
sary business with the officers of governm ent, civil 
and milit ary. He shall expedite all such m easures 
as may be resolved upon hy the legislature, and 
shall take care that tlie laws are faithfully executed. 
Ho shall receive for his services an annual salary of 
ten thousand dollars, au;| there shall tie provided 
for ids Use n suitable aud furnished executive resi­ 
dence. 
5 8. The lieutenant-governor shall receive for his 
services an auuual salary of live thousand dollars, 
and’shall not receive or be entitled to any other 
compensation, fee or perquisite, for any duty and 
service lie may he required to perform by the con­ 
stitution or by law. 
5 9. Every bill which shall have passed the sen­ 
ate and assembly, shall, before It becomes a law, be 
presented to the governor; If he approve, he shall 
sign i t ; but if not, tie shall return it w ith his objec­ 
tions to the house in which it shall have originated, 
which shill enter rhe objections at large on the 
Journal, and proceed to reconsider It. If,.afte r 
such reconsideration, two-thirds of tlie members 
elected to that house shall agree to pass the bill, it 
shall be sent together with the objections to the oth­ 
er house, by which it shall likewise bo reconsidered; 
and if approved by two-thirds of the mem bers elect­ 
ed to that house, it shall become a law notw ith­ 
standing the objections of the governor. In all 
such cases, the votes in both houses shall he deter­ 
mined by yeas and nays, aud the nam es of the mem­ 
bers voting shall lie entered on the journal of each 
house respectively. 
If any bill shall not be return­ 
ed by tho governor within ten days (Sundays ex­ 
cepted) after it shall have been presented to him, 
the saute shall be a law in like m anner as If he liud 
signed It, unless the legislature shall, by their ad­ 
journm ent, prevent Its re tu rn ; in which case ft 
shall net become a law without the approval of the 
governor. No bill shall become a law after the final 
adjournm ent of the legislature unless approved by 
the governor within thirty days after such adjourn­ 
m ent. If any bill presented to the governor con­ 
tain several items of appropriations of money, lie 
may object to one or m ore of snch Items, white ap­ 
proving of the other portion of the bill. In suck 
ease, lie shall append to the bill, at the tim e of sign­ 
ing ]t. a statem ent pf the items to which lie objects; 
and the appropriation so objected to shall not take 
eflect. It the legislature bo in session, lie shall 
transm it to the house In which ttie bill originated a 
copy of snch statem ent, and the item s objected to 
shall be separately reconsidered. If, on reconsid­ 
eration, one or more of such items He approved by 
two-thirds of tlie members elected to each house, 
the same shall be part of the law, notw ithstanding 
the objections of the govetnor. All the provisions 
of this section, in relation to bills not approved by 
the governor, shall apply In cases in which he shall 
withhold his approval from any item or item s con­ 
tained in a bill apvrouriating money. 
Resolved, (if ttie assembly concur). That the fore­ 
going am endm ent tie referred to the legislature to 
be chosen at luo next general election of senators, 
and that, in conform ity to section one of article 
thirteen of the constitution, It be published for 
three m onths previous to the tim e of such election.
